John  L  Teams  Up  With  Winter 
To  Force  Vacation  on  St  Joe 


The  combination  of  John  L. 
Lewis’  miners’  strike  and  February 
sub-zero  weather  finally  caught  up 
with  St.  Joseph’s,  and  classes  were 
dismissed  for  a  four-day  period 
at  the  conclusion  of  classes  on  Fri¬ 
day,  March  3. 

For  a  week  before  the  enforced 
vacation  Collegeville’s  coal  supply 
was  so  low  that  it  was  combined 
with  wood  in  the  boilers  to 
“stretch”  it  as  much  as  possible. 
Crews  of  Xavier  Hall  students 
scoured  the  wooded  sections  of  col¬ 
lege-owned  land  for  logs.  Trees 
were  sawed  up  and  brought  to  the 
power-house  to  help  heat  St.  Joe’s 
halls. 

Most  of  the  students  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  holidays  to  go 
home.  Those  who  live  at  too  great 
a  distance  remained  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  and  were  housed  in  the  Ad 
building  and  Dwenger  Hall.  To 
conserve  coal  the  other  residence 
halls  were  closed  and  only  suf¬ 
ficient  heat  sent  into  the  buildings 
to  keep  pipes  from  freezing. 

Regular  classes  were  resumed 
on  Wednesday,  March  8,  and  St. 
Joseph’s  coal  pile  was  replenished 
the  next  day.

Scholarship 
Exams  Set 

Arrangements  for  the  1950  Re¬ 
gional  Scholarship  Examinations 
have  been  completed,  and  an¬ 
nouncements  have  been  sent  to 
over  700  high  schools,  primarily 
in  Indiana  and  surrounding  states. 

For  the  second  successive  year 
St.  Joseph’s  is  offering  scholar¬ 
ships  to  Catholic  young  men  plan¬ 
ning  to  enter  college  in  September. 
The  following  are  the  rules  govern- 
inlg  eligibility: 

1)  Boys  must  have  completed 
the  prescribed  courses  for  high 
school  graduation  by  June,  1950. 

2)  Stand  in  the  highest  third  of 
their  class. 

3)  Meet  the  requirements  for 
entrance  into  the  freshman  class. 

4)  Have  the  recommendation  of 
their  high  school  principal. 

Eleven  Scholarships 

One  inter-regional  scholarship 
will  be  awarded  to  the  student 
making  the  highest  score  among 
all  the  contestants.  This  scholar¬ 
ship  is  for  a  four-year  period  and 
is  valued  at  $350.00  a  year.  There 
will  also  be  two  regional  scholar¬ 
ships  for  each  of  the  the  following 
regions;  Northern  Indiana  and 
Michigan,  Central  Indiana,  South¬ 
ern  Indiana  and  Kentucky,  Illinois 
and  Wisconsin,  and  Ohio. 

According  to  the  Rev.  C.  G. 
Kern,  registrar,  winners  will  be 
entitled  to  these  scholarships  as 
long  as  they  remain  at  St.  Joseph’s 
and  maintain  a  satisfactory  scho¬ 
lastic  average. 

Deadline  for  applications  has 
been  set  for  April  8,  The  competi¬ 
tive  examinations  will  be  held  on 
the  campus,  Saturday,  April  16.

At  Recital  Here 


North  Central 
Gives  Approval 
To  St.  Joseph’s 

Admission  of  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  to  membership  on  the  list  of 
colleges  accredited  by  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  was  an¬ 
nounced  by  Secretary  Norman 
Burns  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  in  Chicago,  Wed¬ 
nesday,  March  22. 

This  favorable  action  by  the 
Board  of  Review  was  based  on  a 
careful  survey  of  the  total  pro¬ 
gram  pursued  at  St.  Joseph’s,  with 
special  emphasis  on  such  items  as 
the  following:  institutional  aims 
and  purposes,  graduate  training 
of  the  faculty,  organization  and 
administration  of  the  curriculum, 
quality  of  instruction  and  concern 
for  student  scholarship,  faculty 
and  student  use  of  the  library, 
physical  plant  and  equipment,  stu¬ 
dent  personnel  services,  and  the 
administration  of  intercollegiate 
athletics.  St.  Joseph’s  was  ranked 
at  the  midpoint  or  higher  on  53 
of  the  80  items  that  comprise  the 
institutional  score  card. 

Recognition  by  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  may  be  accepted  as  conclusive 
evidence  that  Sl.  Joseph’s  is  being 
conducted  according  to  acceptable 
standards  and  approved  education¬ 
al  practices.  This,  the  largest  of 
the  five  regional  accrediting  asso¬ 
ciations,  has  an  approved  list  of 
more  than  300  institutions  of 
higher  learning  in  the  20  states 
of  its  jurisdiction. 

Membership  in  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  is  voluntary  and  is  not  intend¬ 
ed  to  curtail  the  individuality  of 
a  school  in  its  objectives.  In  as 
much  as  accreditation  is  a  form 
of  approval  based  on  merit,  St. 
Joseph’s  membership  in  the  reg¬ 
ional  association  will  facilitate  the 
entrance  of  its  seniors  into  gradu¬ 
ate  and  professional  schools 
throughout  the  country. 

Encouraged  by  this  mark  of 
recognition,  St.  Joseph’s  is  taking 
steps  toward  the  further  develop¬ 
ment  and  improvement  of  its 
educational  resources  and  subse¬ 
quent  affiliation  with  national  col¬ 
legiate  associations  and  standard¬ 
izing  agencies.

tation  of  the  Chilean  Vicariate  of 
the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood, 
the  Very  Rev.  S.  W.  Oberhauser, 
’20,  American  Provincial,  reports 
that  the  spiritual  tempo  in  the 
vicariate,  staffed  by  15  Fathers 
of  the  American  Province,  is  most 
gratifying.  The  work  of  the 
Fathers  in  Chile  among  the  poor¬ 
est  of  the  poor  is  arduous,  but 
already  the  fruits  of  the  labors 
and  sacrifices  of  the  missionaries 
are  becoming  evident.  In  one  par¬ 
ish  alone  statistics  show  787  per¬ 
sons  baptized  and  200  couples 
married  in  the  past  year. 

Father  Oberhauser  began  the 
long  return  trip  to  the  States  on 
Feb.  7.

Golf  Squad  Given  Shot  in  Arm 
By  Title-Loaded  Dr.  Cavanagh 

Ed  Cavanagh  was  only  11  years  old  when  he  began  banging 
a  little  white  golf  ball  around  the  Encanto  Municipal  golf  course 
of  Phoenix,  Arizona,  but  the  lithe  lad  has  come  a  long  w'ay  since 
his  caddy  days.  And  the  St.  .loseph’s  golf  team  is  hoping  he  keeps 


up  the  pace  this  spring. 

Ed  was  born  in  Chicago  and 
lived  in  Los  Angeles  for  six  years 
before  his  parents  settled  at 
Phoenix  when  Ed  was  11  years 
old.  While  caddying  at  Encanto, 
Ed  picked  up  the  fundamentals  of 
golf  and  it  got  in  his  blood  to 
stay. 

I’ve  played  golf  just  about  every 
day  for  the  last  10  years  .  .  . 
that’s  including  winter.  It  seldom 
gets  too  cold  to  play  golf  in 
Phoenix,”  said  Ed.  “One  day  I 
started  out  at  five  o’clock  in  the 
morning  and  played  72  holes.  It 
was  dark  when  I  finished.” 

Racks  ’Em  Up 

With  all  that  practice,  it’s  no 
wonder  Ed  has  annexed  two  golf 
titles  and  broken  a  course  record. 
Cavanaugh  walked  away  with  the 
Phoenix  City  Jr.  Championship  in 
1944,  came  in  second  to  Frank 
Stranahan  in  the  1948  Phoenix 
Open,  and  won  the  Encanto  Invita¬ 
tional  in  1949.  He  also  journeyed 
to  the  Hasajampa  golf  course  in 
Prescott,  Arizona  long  enough  to 
set  a  course  record  of  67  in  1948. 
Par  for  the  Hasajampa  “18”  is  74. 


“Freddy  Hass  showed  me  how 
to  use  a  good  firm  grip  on  the 
club,”  Ed  explained.  “A  long  iron 
shot  is  hardest  for  me.  I  have  a 
slight  hook  I  believe  I  developed 
from  playing  baseball,  but  I’d  say 
my  best  game  comes  from  putting 
and  driving.  I  average  around  28 
or  29  putts  for  18  holes.” 

Son  of  Alumnus 
Ed’s  father,  Bert  Cavanagh, 
went  to  St.  Joseph’s  Academy  in 
1913.  That’s  one  of  the  reasons  Ed 
came  all  the  way  from  Phoenix 
to  take  up  his  studies  at  St.  Joe. 
His  father  is  now  in  the  real 
estate  business  in  Phoenix. 

When  queried  about  the  chances 
of  this  year’s  golf  squad,  Ed  said, 
“It  looks  like  we  ought  to  have 
a  nice  little  team.  Charlie  Gerst 
is  a  good  golfer,  and  Tom  McNer¬ 
ney  should  be  hard  to  beat.” 

There  are  two  things  Ed  would 
like  to  do  about  his  golf  game 
in  the  future.  He  would  like  to 
turn  pro  and  also  make  one  of 
those  lucky  holes-in-one.

Tom  Quinn,  ‘Bud’  Greif, 
‘Smoky’  Malone,  and  Stan  Stru- 
kamp  will  all  be  pushed  for  their 
jobs  by  two  freshmen.” 

Outfield,  Pitching  Headaches 

Coach  Scharf’s  face  took  on  a 
few  wrinkles  when  he  considered 
the  outfield,  though. 

“Out  side  of  Jerry  Leahy  and 
Bob  Doyle,  who  thinks  he  wants  to 
play  infield,  the  outer  gardens  are 
wide  open.  Cy  Bohney,  who  played 
left  for  awhile  last  year,  is  going 
to  stick  exclusively  to  pitching — 
unless  necessity  demands  other¬ 
wise.  Wally  Moore,  our  center- 
fielder,  hasn’t  been  able  to  come 
out  yet,  but  we  think  he’ll  be  out 
pretty  soon,  now.” 

Another  big  headache  to  Coach 
Scharf  is  the  pitching  staff,  or 
rather  what’s  left  of  it. 

“We’ve  got  three  mainstays — 
Chuck  Gorman,  Don  Tesmond,  and 
Cy  Bohney.  But  so  far,  that’s  all. 
If  a  few  freshmen  can  come 
through,  okay;  if  not.  . 

Coach  Scharf  also  called  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  tougher-than-usual 
schedule  confronting  our  boys. 

“Not  only  do  we  have  two 
games,  instead  of  one,  with  the 
Purdue  Boilermakers  this  year,  but 
they’re  both  going  to  be  on  Pur¬ 
due’s  field.  The  same  goes  for 
Valparaiso.  Because  we  played 
Valpo  at  home  twice  last  year, 
we’ve  got  to  play  them  twice  at 
Valpo  now. 

“Indiana  State,  Hiasiern  Illinois, 
and  Illinois  Wesleyan  will  be 
tough,  too.”

Forty-four  hopefuls  answered 
Coach  Dick  Scharf’s  call  for  spring 
football  practise  with  16  lettermen 
among  the  squad.
